Tradition is hard to kill, and al-

Yes, previous reports to the con- 
trary, there will be a Stampede in Ray 
mond on the First of July—a date 
that takes a lot of remembering to 
bring to mind the first Ist of July cel 
ebration that. was held here in what 
was then the New West. * 


The years have come and gone as 
have the men and women who made 
the Raymond Stampede the tradition 
of this past of the country.
